Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1955*  It 
is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular 
17/55  (Wales). 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  birth  rate  for  1955  was  13.12  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  15.69  in  1954,  with  14.45  per  1,000  in  the  rural 
areas  and  with  14.87  in  the  County  as  a whole. 

There  were  3 still  births  giving  a rate  of  2.4/  live 
births  compared  with  3.0/c  in  the  rural  districts  and  with  2.6/ 
in  the  County. 

There  were  4 illegitimate  births,  being  5,2%  of  total 
births  compared  with  5.3/  in  1954.  This  rate  was  1.9/  in  the 
rural  districts  and  3.0/  in  the  whole  County. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year.  This  gives 
a rate  of  25  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  1954  was  28.  In 
the  rural  districts  this  rate  was  30  and  in  the  whole  County  28. 

These  4 deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life,  two 
were  due  to  prematurity  and  two  were  due  to  congenital  defects. 

Deaths, 

There  were  121  deaths  which  gives  a rate  of  13.12  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  12.49  in  the  rural  districts  and 
with  12.37  in  the  whole  County.  The  rate  in  1954  was  12.55. 

There  were  two  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis.

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section, 


In  connection  with  this,  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  Home  Help 
Service  which  is  especially  active  in  this  district.  Domestio 

help  is  provided  to  care  for  the  elderly  and  sick  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention 
from  others. 

In  addition,  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council  have 
beautiful  homes  for  the  elderly  at  Dollys,  Llanidloes  and  Plas  Cae  Crwn 
Newtown. 


I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr. Gray,  the  Clerk, 
for  the  help  which  he  is  always  willing  to  give.  To  Mr. Thomas  and 
his  assistant,  Mr.Maddoclcs,  I would  state  my  appreciation  for  their 
constant  co-ope ration  and  assistance  they  give  me  on  many  occasions. 

The  Council  does  most  certainly  show  a keen  interest  in  the  health 
and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  its  district  and  is  desirous  of 
doing  all  it  can  to  improve  the  conditions  under  which  some  of  them 
live.  Consequently,  housing  schemes,  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
disposal  works  have  always  been  in  the  forefront  of  the  Council's 
programme.  Some  parishes  have  had  these  amenities  and  it  is  the 
Council's  intention  to  go  ahead  in  the  other  parishes  as  soon  as  the 
financial  situation  enables  them  to  do  so.

New  cases  j>ut  on  register  in  1955  - 9 

4 males  — -ages  27,  29  and  47  years  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis 

- age  34  years  with  genito-urinary  involvement 

5 females  - ages  18,  26,  28,  30  and  59  years  all  with  pulmonary 

tuberculosis. 

There  were  4 cases  taken  from  the  register.  Two  of  these 
were  due  to  death.  One  was  a male  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  who 
was  notified  in  1942  when  aged  20.  The  other  was  a male  with  pulmonary 
tuberoulosis  who  was  notified  in  1949  when  aged  60. 

One  case  recovered  - a male  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified  in  1943  when  aged  49. 

The  fourth  patient  left  the  district  and  was  a female 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  who  was  23  in  1947  when  she  was  notified.

The  area  is  served  by  the  Montgomery  County  Infirmary, 
Newtown,  and  the  Llani  J.oes  and  Distriot  Hospital,  both  of  which  take 
Surgical,  Medical  and  Midwifery  cases.

Laboratory  Service.

Vaccination. 


Vaccination  against  Small  Pox  is  carried  out  by  the  local 
general  practitioners.  Lymph  for  vaccination  is  available  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 

Protection  against  Diptheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Immunisation  against  diptheria  is  carried  out  at  9 - 12  months 
with  a booster  dose  at  5 years. 

Protection  against  whooping  cough  can  be  combined  with  diptheria 
when  three  monthly  injections  are  given  from  about  7 months. 

These  services  are  given  by  the  local  general  practitioners 
and  at  the  infant  welfare  clinics.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT.  1933. 

During  the  year  four  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen, 
authorising  them  to  slaughter  animals  under  the  Act. 


HOUSING  ACTS,  1949/1954. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  number  of  property  owners 
who  have  taken  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  enabling  them 
to  improve  their  property  and  raising  the  standard  of  old  sub-standard 
houses  up  to  modem  standards.  The  main  improvements  provided  in 
the  majority  of  cases  consisted  of  the  provision  of  bathroom,  W. C. , 
drainage,  modem  cooker,  hot  and  cold  water  system,  provision  of 
adequate  lighting  and  ventilation. 


In  addition  to  the  improvements  for  which  a grant  was 
available,  owners  were  obliged  to  carry  out  necessary  work  to  put 
the  dwelling  in  a good  state  of  repair  before  being  entitled  to 
receive  grant,  the  work  of  repairing  the  property  did  not  qualify 
for  grant  and  the  cost  had  to  be  borne  by  the  owners. 


Comparing'bhe  number  of  applications  for  this  year  with  those 
received  for  the  two  previous  years  the  increase  indicates  that  the 
publicity  given  to  the  Act  drawing  the  attention  of  property  owners

Of  the  total  of  36  schemes  approved,  18  were  completed  and 
the  amount  of  grant  paid  in  respect  of  these  18  schemes  amounted  to 
approximately  £3,635.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  the  Scheme  for  a village  supply  was  put  into 
operation  at  Camo.  The  delay  in  the  operation  of  this  scheme  was 
due  to  the  water  containing  a high  degree  of  suspended  matter  which 
the  original  filters  were  unable  to  deal  with,  and  additional  filters 
had  to  be  installed  before  the  water  was  suitable  for  use. 

Other  schemes  in  progress  during  the  year  were 
Kerry  Village  Supply. 

Sara  Village  Supply. 

Periodic  samples  of  the  water  from  the  various  village  supplie 
submitted  for  Bacteriological  analysis  indicate  that  the  supplies  are 
of  a very  high  bacteriological  standard. 


7 6 samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  sent  for  £ 

bacteriological  analysis,  of  this  number  25  samples  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  and  50  found  unsatisfactory.  The  high  percentage . of 
unsatisfactory  samples  show  that  the  supplies  outside  the  distributing 
areas  of  the  Council’s  water  schemes  are  in  a deplorable  condition. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1956. 

No  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  under 
Section  14,  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  premises  registered 
under  the  Act  is  9.  All  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  only.
